Gardening In December 


By V. W. AHTER 


Continue the clean-up. work in the garden whenever the 
weather is suitable. Gather all stakes used during the past 
season, and store them in a dry place. Nothing will rot them 
quicker than being left out during the winter. 

Invert boxes Over the rhubarb roots at once to instiré-an 
early supply. 

Sypport spring cabbage by drawing the earth around the 
stem to the height of the bottom leaves. Keep decaying 
Yeaves away from the new Brussels sprouts, and remove the 
loose and misshapen sprouts.

When air is 
the ventilator panel 
should be opened, or in extreme 
heat, removed entirely, but the 
endgiasses must always be 
securely in place.
